smother the 4am?8, the woman mean- 
while begglnfr piteously for help Mul- 
queen called for help aud together with 
Sylvanua 3ancou«i, a 'bos driver, secured 
blankets from the horse barn across tLe 
alley from the hotel With these blankets 
the flames were put out, but by this time 
the poor woman's clothing was in ashes 
and her body a mass of burns from top to 
bottom 


Dr Eiley who was ID the hotel was cal- 


led and with the assistance of the porter 
and others assisted the terribly burned 
woman to a mattress and carried her to 
her room Dr Stafford was summoned 
and the two physicians did everything 
possible to relieve the intense suffering of 
the nearly dead woman. Soothing oint- 
ments were applied and the body swathed 
Irom head to foot. Fully four-fifths of tb,e 
cuticle is burned off, some of the burns 
being \ery deep near vital points. Iq 
places the skin and flesh dropped off and 
from the palms of the hands the skin 
peeled off whole 


The unfortunate woman is 57 years old 


and well known here as a woman of utv 
impeachable character. She is sister o! 
Samuel Starkweather of Wilhamatowo, 
Mrs BojalWilcox of Jacksonville, Mrs. 
R, P Crafts of Holyoke and Mrs EIiz 
beth Wendell of North Adams Herrela 
tivea were immediately summoned to her 
bedside, 


Mrs Starkweather died at 2 o'clock this 


afternoon

It was on the Wagner car which left 


Boston at 3 p m , and President La wrenoe 
and the Wagner oar conductor took part. 


President Lawrence was in great spirits. 


The session was just over, and though he 
was tired both from packing np his own 
belongings at the hotel and in clearing up 
his desk at the state house,which had k«pt 
yim busy every moment «lnoe he woke up 
Saturday moraine, he was all done for the 
year. 


He had a good deal of baggage to take 


home with him, the ohief parcel, ol 
course, con tain Inc that very handsome 
silver loving cup presented to him by his 
colleagues and inscribed duly as a gift "to 
the Honorable George Peltan Lawrence," 
with a lot of other pleasant phrases and 
adjectives and complimentary things on 
it. 


Then the session had been a pleasant 


one, and people had said nice things, and 
altogether Mr Lawrence, feeling very 
properly and justly proud of himself and 
of his services to the state, was delivering 
his Informal valedictory as we rolled 
along through the beautiful green valleys 
toward the Berkshire mountains
